HE JOURNAL'S Christmas readers will find 
wholesome food for thought in the follow- 


frotn the last number of the Commoner: 
'Christmas is at hand, and its coming always re- 


calls the benediction pronounced in the presence of 
the shepherds who kept their flocks by night— 


"On earth peace, good will toward men." 
Isaiah, the prophet, in speaking of the coming 


of Christ, said he would be called among other 
things the "Prince of Peace," and immediately after 
this prophecy as to His title follows this explana- 
tion of the title: "Of the increase of his govern- 
ment and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of Davlu and upon his kingdom, to order it, 
and to e.-.tablish it with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth even forever." 


It is as true today as when the prophet uttered 


flic words, that no government can be permanent 
or insure peace unless it is established with justice. 
At this season of the year, held sacred in all Chris- 
tian lands and observed even by those who are in- 
different to the origin of Christmas, festivities, it is 
well for us to ask ourselves what our nation as a 
nation and we as individuals are doing to promote 
peace by establishing justice ? Until within a few 
years our nation has been known as a peace loving 
nation; it has boasted of its small standing army 
and it has had no ambition to compete with foreign 
nations in naval expenditures. But a change has 
come over a portion of our people. They advocate 
wars of conquest which they once condemned; they 
justify military expenditures which they once de- 
nounced, and they clamor for a navy as big as the 
biggest. 
What is to be the end ? Was the hope of 


universal peace a dream ? Is right to be measured 
by might, and violence, robed in hypocrisy, to be 
substituted for justice? 


A Kansas City minister indorses the assertion of 


Maxim, the gun-maker, who declares "often at the 
bayonet's point, trade, and even Christianity, have 
been forced upon the savages, and upon exclusive 
and warlike people, and now Christianity, civiliza- 
tion and militaryism, sisters of strange relation, 
hand in hand, embrace the world." 


•'Is this the construction which the modern 


church is going to set upon the teachings of one 
who rebuked the doctrine of hate and preached the 
gospel of love ? 


Christmas should be more than an occasion for 


the exchange of presents. 
It should be a season 


for conscientious self-inspection by citizens individ- 
ually and by the great family of citizens, the na- 
tion.

It is probably true that many of 
the members, especially senators, spend much more 
than their salaries for living expenses at Washing- 
ton, ami every Nevadan knows that in nearly all of 
the senatorial elections in this State, it lias cost the 
candidates, or the corporations that were backing 
them, a good deal more than the amount of their 
salaries for their entire terms of office. An increase 
of salary would not remedy that evil, but there are 
senators who were elected without the expenditure 
of large amounts of money and without corrupt 
practices. 
It is a fact, that only by strict economy 


can a member save anything from the present pay, 
and an increase, on the whole, we regard as a mer- 
itous proposition.

TEWART has introduced in the Senate a joint 


resolution for the submission of an amendment 


to the constitution conferring jurisdiction on the 
Federal Courts in controversies respecting the use 
of water except when the water and the use there- 
of are in the same State. The resolution is evident- 
ly designed as an obstruction to the Newlands irri- 
gation bill which provides that the national govern- 
ment shall control the proposed water storage sys- 
tem instead of the States, as provided by the Mon- 
dell bill which was introduced at the last session, 
and which was directly in the interest of the land 
grabbers instead of the home-builders. Even if 
there was a prospect of the proposed amendment 
being submitted, there could be no good reason for 
its introduction at the present time when the indi- 
cations are so favorable for congressional action on 
the lines of the Newlands bill. It was evidently in- 
troduced for the purpose of complicating matters, 
and as a pretext for the postponment of the subject 
for an indefinite period if not for all time. Al- 
though the irrigation matter is of such vital impor- 
tance to the people of the State which he misrep- 
resents, Stewart is evidently anxious to sacrifice 
their interests in order to gratify his hatred of the 
author of the only irrigation measure that is likely 
to be considered by Congress during the present 
session.

The ^Washington correspondent

the Anaconda Standard tells the fol-

State's people: 


Edward Rosewater of the 
Omaha 


Bee when in Washington last week was 
entertaining a party of friends in the 
lobby of the Raleish with stories con- 
nected with his busy life. 
Mr. Rose- j 


water is an old-time telegrapher and 
in war times was regarded as one of 
ihe fastest operators In the service of 
the Western Union. During the course 
of the talk the question of long and 
mostly messages came up-. Mr. Rose- 
A-ater, who was the local manager of 
the telegraph company at Omaha be- 
i'ore he entered upon his career as a 
journalist, said that he 
relayed 
at 


Omaha the longest and costliest mes- 
sage ever sent. It was during the time 
when Nevada was knocking at 
the 


Joors of Congress to be admitted as a 
State. 


"In order to pass the 
thirteenth 


amendment," Mr. Rosewater said, "It 
became necessary to admit Nevada In- 
to the Union of States. But how to 
get the propsed constitution of the new 
State to Washington before the ad- 
ournment of Congress was a serious 
question. 
It took a month to get a < 


letter from Carson City to Omaha so j 
inadequate was the service In those 
days. The constitution as adopted by 
the constitutional convention was stag- 
Ing along somewhere between Carson 
City and Omaha when there came or- 
ders to have the bill of rights of Ne- 
vada sent by wire to Washington ,_^We 
didn't have the facilities in those days 
for handling President's messages and 
other big things as now, and the task 
was herculean. However, the company 
got as many god senders together as 
they could in Carson City, while I, as 
local manager in Omaha, did likewise, 
and we started sending the constitu- 
tion of Nevada to the national capital. 
It took us in the neighborhood of five 
hours to relay the message to' Omaha. 


"The message contained 17,000 words, 


and as the cost per word in those days 
was fifty cents, that message cost the 
State of Nevada $8,600. That was the 
biggest message I ever heard of and 
certainly was the costliest. The con- 
stitution of Nevada,s by ineans of the 
telegraph, reached Congress in time to 
be acted" on, and the admission of Ne- 
vada made the passage of the thir- 
teenth amendment possible."
